20, and in line 4 of claim 22 "said transmission" has been changed to - 
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said bi-directional transmission- to clearly refer to the bi-directional 

transmission lines and to maintain consistency;

transmission lines, in such a way that all the slave control units are able 
to communicate with the main control unit via a provisional transmission 
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line.-- to nnake reference to the critical limitation of the provisional 
transmission line. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to describe or suggest the claimed invention. Particularly, Engle et al., as 
modified by Hsien et al. teach the use of redundantly arranged transmission lines 31 
and 32 shown in figure 2 of Hsien et al. for a communication control system, but fail to 
include the limitation of providing a transfer command signal to send brake control 
signals to the different pairs of slave control units between which an interruption of one 
of the transmission lines such that all of the slave control units communicate by way of a 
provisional transmission line made up of portions of both the bi-directional transmission 
lines and the slave control units that were sent the brake control signals.
